Tne late beloved Dr. Williams 
was the acknowledged master for 30 
years in English grammar, and that 
subject was always his field. Why? 
Because lie knew—because he was 
prepared. 


Experience in school work should 


also be a factor—for young teachers 
always want to know how the work is 
done by those who have had a success- 
ful 
experience 
in the schoo! room. 


Likewise should the instructor guard 
the manner of his delivery. 
Teachers 


will 
naturally give closer attention, 


and thus derive greater benefits from 
a lecture, or a talk, well arranged and 
well delivered.

Many slave 
traders made a regular business of buy- 
ing in the burder states and1 celling in 
Aiobile. New Orleans or Charleston, 
and there was always a handsome 
profit in the transaction.

guarantee demanded ihat the- slave 
•would not run away. The time limit 
was commonly thirty day*! nad the 
matter was usually arranged' with the 
stevo himself by taking his Bromine 
and giving him $5 or $10 to **-v until 
the guarantee hud expired.— -Exchange.
